President Follows Along Line of 


Lever Food Bill in Assuring Farm- 
er Two Dollar Price—Sen. Gore's 
Proposed Price of $2.50 and Sen. 
Gronna's Figure of $2.75 are 
Ignored. 


WASHINGTON. I/KB. 23— President Wilson issued 


a proclamation today fixing the price of wheat in the pri- 
mary markets of the country at $~2 lo $2.28 per bushel. 
This applies to the U)18 crop. The, prevailing average 
price is fixed at $2.20 per, bushel by 1 he government. 


The proclamation after the usual preamble reads in 
part as follows: 


"Now, 
therefore, I, Woodrow AVilsou, President of 


the United States of America, do hereby find that an 
emc7-gency exists requiring a stimulation of the produc- 
tion of wheat, and that it is essential that producers of 
wheat produced within the United States shall liave the 
benefits of the guarantee provided for in said section and 
in order to male*- effective a guarantee by congress for the 
crop of 1918, and to assure said producers a reasonable 
profit, T hereby determine to fix and give the, public notice 
of, reasonable guaranteed prices for No. 1 northern spring" 
wheat and its equivalent at the respective principal pri- 
mary markets as follows:
